‘The Merits of Visiting Madinah 


Love of Madinah and its residents is proof 
of one’s faith. Therefore, a sign of one’s faith 
(iman) being complete is to frequently visit 
Madinah or to yearn for it. The Prophet SË 
said, 

“The sign of Belief is to love the Ansar, and the 
sign of hypocrisy is to hate the Ansar.” 


[narrated by Anas bin Malik, Sahih Bukhari Chapter: Merits 
of the Helpers in Madinah (Ansaar)/ Sahih Muslim, Kitab al 
Iman — The Book of Faith]. 


Whoever visits the grave of the Prophet $£, 
it is as if he visited him during his life. The 
Prophet% said, 

After my passing away, whoever visits my 
grave after performing Hajj, it will be as 
though he has visited me during my lifetime.” 


IDarqutni, as-Sunan, 2:447, hadith no:2627 also al-Baihaqi in 
his al-Sunan al-Kubra, 5:286]. 


The question now arises, which should 

be performed first - pilgrimage (Hajj) or 
the visit to Madinah? The scholars have 
said, if it is a person’s first time, that is, 
the obligatory (fard) pilgrimage, then it is 
preferred to offer the pilgrimage prior to 
the visit. As the Prophet £ said “whoever 
visits my grave after performing hajj .” Some 
scholars have said that if the pilgrimage is 
voluntary (fataww'an) then one is free to 
choose which one to perform first. 


Among the merits of visiting Madinah, 
The Enlightened City 


* The Prophet’s £ intercession becomes 
incumbent (wajib) upon the person who 
visits him të. How great is he #8, he 
shows the greatest form of generosity 
and hospitality to those who visited him 
during his life and those who visit him 
after his passing are honoured through 
his £ intercession. 


* Verily it strengthens the connection 
with our Master, the Messenger of 
Allah $ë. How can one perform the Hajj 
and not visit The Messenger of Allah #8 . 
How can you perform the Hajj, 
circumambulate around the Kabah, 
run (sate) between Safa and Marwa 
and stand on the planes of Arafah, rest 
in Mina and Muzdalifah and throw 
your pebbles, then give your back to the 
Messenger of Allah #8 when he % is the one 
who taught you? Not visiting him $ë is 
disrespect. Therefore, visiting him fë can 
be considered a form of connecting with 
him. Verily you are the one in need of 
visiting him #8. 


The Messenger of Allah $ë knows each 
visitor personally and by name. Contrary 
to the one who sends salutations upon 
him #8 from another country. It could be 
that the salutation reaches him $ë through 
an Angel as an intermediary. 


However, when one visits the Prophet $ë his 
response is instant and direct between you 
and him #8. Hence you say; “may the peace 
and blessings be upon you” (addressing one 
who is present). The Prophet $ë responds to 
your greeting. 


* Whoever visits Madinah with the intention 


of being cured, Allah Almighty cures him. 


In Madinah you will find the spiritual presence 
of the Prophet #8 , so when you smell its scent, 
intend that you are inhaling his $£ traces - lest 
you be cured by the will of Allah The Almighty. 
Intend by smelling the breeze of Madinah that 
you inhale and smell the fragrance of Paradise, 
for whoever smells the fragrance of Paradise will 
be of its inhabitants. 


These are just some of the benefits and merits 
of visiting Madinah. There are many more, 
however, these are the main points.

Reflect upon this 
especially when walking towards the 
graves of his companions and when 
visiting the master of martyrs, 


Hamza £. 


If you are able to, perform ghusl and 
dress yourself preferably in new or clean 
clothing with the intention of honouring 
the Prophet $ë. Perfume yourself with the 
best fragrance you have and remember 

to use the toothstick (miswak), as the 
Prophet $ë praised such actions. 


Remember to give charity as Allah The 
Almighty states in the Ouran:

“O ye who believe! When ye hold 
conference with the messenger, 
offer an alms before your 
conference. That is better and 
purer for you. But if ye cannot find 
(the wherewithal) then lo! Allah 
is Forgiving, Merciful.” 

[Surat Al Mujadalah, Ayah 12.) 


Make many righteous intentions. If possible, 
whilst approaching the sacred Mosque, it 

is preferred to walk on foot — that is, to not 
be in a vehicle or on a riding beast - in the 
hope that your feet may step on the same 
places that the noble feet of the Prophet Së 
walked on. 
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7) When in Madinah do not belittle or 
look down upon anything or anyone. 
Nor should you get upset over anything; 
from the weather to the people. 
Everything in the city of the Prophet # is 
beautiful - its water, its heat, its winter, 
its coolness, its winds, its dust, its trees, 
its sun, its moon, its stars, and its food. 


8) Truly feel and imagine that the Prophet $ë 
lived in Madinah — walked in it and ate 
from its food. 


9) Enter upon Madinah with the best of 
manners, strongest feeling of yearning, 
and send salutations to the Prophet £ 
with ardent longing and eagerness for 
verily he $ë hears you. 


Imagine how all those who came to visit 

him # before you of the saints, the righteous 
and gnostics, would greet him $£ with 
immense longing and yearning. 


Upon Entering the Holy Mosgue 
of the Prophet #5 


You may enter through any door you choose, 
however, some of the righteous predecessors 
preferred to enter through the door of 

Jibril which is located behind the door 

of Al Salam — to the rear of the house of 
the Prophet $ë , from the living quarters of 
Sayyidah Fatima Al-Zahra ës. 

You should enter the mosque with your 
right foot as per the etiquette pertaining to 
mosques. Recite the common supplications; 


“Bissmillah, was-salaat wassalam ‘ala Rasul- 
Allah, Allahumma ighfirli thunubi, wa 
iftahli abwab rahmatak.” 


“In the name of Allah, may the best of 
salutations, peace and blessings be upon the 
Messenger of Allah. O Allah forgive my 


wrongdoings and open Your doors of mercy. si 


Then say; “Rabbi, adkhilni mudkhala sidqin, 
warzukni ziyarat Rasulik, kama razaqt 
awliya’ak wa ahl ta’atak, waghfirli, warhamni 
ya khair mas'ool.” 


“O Allah, grant me a sincere entrance, and 
enable me to visit your Messenger, as you have 
granted those close to You and those who are 
obedient to You, and forgive me, and bestow 
Your mercy upon me — You are best of those who 
are entreated.” 


‘Then enter with presence of heart, and true 
acknowledgment that this place on earth 
was chosen by Allah The Almighty for His 
Messenger #8. Accordingly enter, whilst 
lowering your gaze, head bowed, without 
allowing your eyes to wander. You should 
always lower your voice, be full of etiquette, 
humility, reverance and awe. Continue in 
this way, until you reach the noble Rawdah 
wherein you pray two cycles of prayer (rak'at). 


Measure from the left of his% pulpit, 
approximately fourteen arms lengths, and 
one hand span. The scholars say that this 

is the place in which the Prophet 3% stood 
and prayed. Once you find this location, 

pray there, and make the intention to 

receive Divine assistance, from his $ë place of 
prostration, where his $£ noble feet stood and 
from the Divine light of that holy place. 
Allah says:

And We imposed a duty upon Abraham and 
Ishmael, (saying): Purify My house for those who go 
around and those who meditate therein and those 
who bow down and prostrate themselves (1 inworship).”

‘Thereafter, make a prostration of gratitude 
to Allah & as He has ennobled you and 
bestowed upon you such a great privilege. 
Many forget to do this. Wait for a while in 
the Rawdah, until you are spiritually ready 
to go and visit the Prophet. 


At this moment imagine that you are living 
during his # time and that you are about to 
enter upon the master of existence #8. You 
must appreciate at this point, that you are in 
the place where the Prophet # used to pray, 
teach, supplicate, advise, and called upon 
Allah % . Imagine how many visitors came 
to this place. 


Remember how much you yearned and 
wished to be standing in this very place 

and now you are here — this is the eye of 
certainty! Think how many have been 
deprived of this visit, and it may be that they 
were more deserving than you. 


Such realisations will increase your yearning 
and compassion and love for Allah and His 
Messenger #. Once you feel that your heart is 
present, rise from your place in the blessed 
Rawdah, facing in the noble direction of the 
Prophet's % quarters, filled with humility, 
with your gaze and head lowered, and not 
looking at those around you. 


Once At the Noble Ouarters of the 
Prophet $£ 


Imagine that you are entering such a place 
by the very blessings of your spiritual 
teachers (Shuyukh), because it may be that 
the awe of the meeting is in proportion to 
how you present yourself. If you depend on 
your own self, you are deficient, so present 
yourself through the company of your 
spiritual teachers. 


Go forward in such manner until you are 
standing in front of his $ë noble head. With 
the qibla behind you, face the blessed 
countenance of the Prophet $ë. 

Imagine that you are facing the Prophet të 
and he #8 is facing you, face to face. When you 
stand in such a position, realise that you are 

in a place where the blessings, mercy, and 
Divine gazes are never cut off. 


This is because you are in the presence of 

the mercy, due to the saying of the Prophet SË 
“Verily I am a mercy gifted” (Sunan ad- 
Daramil. 


By merely standing there you are receiving 
of His divine Mercy, Forgiveness and Gazes. 
Know that your state while standing at his SË 
noble grave will be your state when standing 
at his # pond on the day of Judgement. The 
more you are full of etiquette and longing, 
such will be your state on the day of 
Judgement. As for the one who goes and 
looks into the window and focuses on the 
appearance and is preoccupied by the outer, 
what do you expect of his visit? 

Now begin with greeting the Prophet 3 
(whilst imagining the he #8 is alive). 


When greeting the Prophet $ë , combine 
these salutations and prayers in the following 
manner:

Recite Surat Al-Fath (The Conguest), 

for the Messenger of Allah#%, with the 
intention that you are bringing joy to his ££ 
heart. Ask Allah The Almighty to give you 


of its secrets. 


Ask Allah The Almighty to allow you to 

be with him £, to grant you a place in his $ë 
heart, to have longing for him $£ and to bless 
you with his # love. 


Whoever is sincere, at this point will feel the 
spiritual intensity of this holy place. A sign 
of this, is that one is totally absorbed in the 
sweetness of the visit and is totally oblivious 
to others present. 


Whilst greeting him $ë intend to respond 
as the companions responded to him $£ and 
testified to his # message, by saying: 


I bare witness O my master that you have 
conveyed the message in the best possible way 
and executed the trust in the best way and you 
strove for the sake of Allah in the best way until 
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death came to you. And I testify that you have 
advised, sacrificed, struggled, called upon people, 
and taught them. Without your calling I would 
not have stood before you O Messenger of. ‘Allah. 
You taught me how to perform ablution and 
you taught me how to pray. O how much you 
suffered and tired for our sake. You left Makkah 
for our sake. Your people expelled you for our 
sake. You prayed | for your people by saying sO 
Allah forgive my people for they do not know.” 
You prayed for us and not against us. How 
gentle and generous are you!” 


Then recite the famous verses which the 
Bedouin recited: 

O best of those whose bones are buried in the 
deep earth, 

And from whose fragrance the depth 

and the height have become sweet, 

May I be the ransom for a grave which thou 
inhabit, 

And in which are found purity, bounty and 
munificence! 
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Renew Repentance 


Sincerely announce and renew your 
repentance before the Messenger of Allah £. 
Repent from all kinds of sins — minor and 
major. Repent for neglecting the Sunnah 
and for engaging in that which is other than 
Allah The Almighty. Be genuine with Allah 
‘The Almighty as you are now in a place 

of acceptance. You are standing before the 
Prophet $ë whom Allahs peace and blessings 
are upon him, his folk and companions - 
how can you therefore not be accepted? To 
think you will not be accepted is to have a 
negative opinion of Allah The Almighty. 


Also recite the following verse as the 
righteous predecessors would, 


And if, when they wronged themselves they had 
come to you [O Muhammad] and asked forgiveness 
of Allah and the Messenger had asked forgiveness 

for them, they would have found Allah accepting of 
repentance and Merciful.” 


[An-Nisa, Ayah 64] 


Then you say; “And I have come to you paa 
asking for your great intercession to Allah 
The Almighty, asking for forgiveness of my 


sins.” 
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Remembering the Ummah of the 
Beloved £ 


Among that which attracts the Prophet's $ë 
attention is to mention his Ummah (nation) 

to him #8. It is as though you are saying; “I am 
a representative of this Ummah, O Messenger 
of Allah.” He spent his # entire life saying, 
“My Ummah, My Ummah.” Therefore, 

when you address him #8 as such, you share 

in his $ë concern. Then whilst in a state of 
sorrow, mention the state of the Ummah. “O 
Messenger of Allah #8 — your Ummah is in this 
condition and that condition.” Then ask to 

take one of the flags which he £ used to give 
to his $ë companions before he $ë would send 
them to call people to Allah The Almighty. It 
is as if you are asking for his të permission to 
spread his # message to the entire world. Most 
of the people who receive assistance from him 
are those who share and think of his $ë concern 
and spread his# message. 


Then acknowledge to him $£ what he did 
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for his £ Ummah. “You asked your Lord 
saying, “O Allah, forgive my people, for they 
do not know.” It is because of this prayer O 
my Master, O Messenger of Allah, that the 
Creator has sent forth a person like me to 
stand before you, and pay regards to you. I 
am the result of your supplication. Iam,O 
Messenger of Allah, the result of your tears 
and your prostration.” 


Tt is beautiful act to relate to the Prophet të 
how Allah The Almighty has shown His % 
favour upon him $ë . “The favour is of Allah 
and his Messenger.” [Surat Aali-Imran, Ayah 164] 


Renew the Pledge 


Renew the pledge of allegiance after reciting 
the following verse before him;

‘Indeed, those who pledge allegiance to you 
[O Muhammad] they are actually pledging 
allegiance to Allah.” 


[Al Fath, Ayah 10]

“Certainly was Allah Pleased with the believers 

when they pledged allegiance to you, 

[O Muhammad], under the tree, and He knew what 

was in their hearts, so he sent down tranquillity 


upon them and rewarded them with an imminent 
conquest.” 


[Al-Fath, Ayah 18]

You should be aware of what you are saying 
and believe in what you are addressing him $Ë 
with. As all that is mentioned here is mighty 
and priceless, not just words to repeat or 
phrases to chant. 


If you are unable to enter inside, then you 
may do what some of the scholars and 
righteous do. That is, perform all of the 
above whilst either sitting, in any part of the 
Rawdah or outside the masjid, 

facing the noble quarters of the Prophet. 
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After Sending Salutations to the 
Beloved $% 


Recall to him the incident of the 


yearning tree trunk. 


Mention some of the miracles, which 
took place during some of the battles in 
Madinah. 


Mention to him the effect his noble 
hand had on one of the youths of the 
companions when he placed it on his 
chest. 


Mention to him the water springing 
from between his fingers. 
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- Recite the verse for Him, which was a 
reason for him receiving glad tidings 
from Allah The Almighty. When he was 
reciting the saying of Our Prophet Jesus 
Peace be upon him: 


“If you should punish them — indeed they are 
Your servants, but if You forgive them indeed it 
is You who is the Exalted in Might, the Wise.” 
[al-Ma’idah, Ayah 118] 


Address him and say: “We were informed 

that when you read this verse you kept 

repeating it and weeping. Until Allah sent 

Jibril to ask you, “what makes you weep?” 

You replied, “Ummati, Ummati” (my people, 

my people). After which Jibril went to Allah 

and then returned to you, “Al Salam (that 

is, Allah) sends salam (peace) to you and says that 
He will never dishonour you with your 

Ummah.” 


* Mention the saying of Prophet Ibrahim: 
“So whoever follows me — then he is 


of me, and whoever disobeys me — 
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indeed, You are Forgiving and Merciful.” 

Then say, I am from your nation, how fortunate, 
O Messenger of Allah, am I to be with 

you. You wept for my sake O Messenger 

of Allah, until Allah gave you and us glad 
tidings that He will not dishonour you 

with your Ummah. 


Recite some of the poems which were 
written in praise of him, especially the 
ones he heard during his lifetime. You can 
also recite some of the verses of the poem 


of the Cloak (Burdah). 


Send peace and blessings upon him # 
using wording that you love and that 
your soul is moved by. 


Some of the scholars have recommended 

to stand before the Messenger of Allah $ë 

and recite the verse: 

“Indeed, Allah confers blessing upon the Prophet, 
and his angels (ask Him to do so) O you who believe,

ask Allah to confer blessings upon him and 
ask Allah to grant him peace. A 
[al Ahzab, Ayah 56] 


Then say “Sallallahu ‘alayka wa sallam 
ya Muhammad” 70 times. When you do 
this, it will then be called from above by 
an Angel “ask and you shall receive.” 


Convey greetings to the Prophet $ë on 
behalf of whoever requested you to do 
so. 


Pray and ask of Allah Almighty in the 
presence of the Prophet $ë. Make a lot of 
dua for the Ummah, as this makes him 


happy. 


Many people come and ask Allah The 
Almighty only for their personal needs, 
especially worldy needs. Ask Allah 

The Almighty for greater and more 
important matters. Ask Him to enable 
you to accompany him ¥ in Paradise. 


* Mention some of the sayings of his 
companions which made him% happy, 
such as the saying of the companion 
when he said “my neck instead of your 
neck O Messenger of Allah (I’m ready 
to die instead of you). Now say it with 
utmost sincerity, “my neck instead of 
your neck O Messenger of Allah .” 
After completing all of the above, make 
dua (supplicate) to Allah The Almighty 
asking for all that you want and need 
pertaining to your faith, your worldly 
life, and your hereafter. 


Then recite the following Surahs; al-Fatiha, 
Ayat al-Kursi, al-Ikhlas 11 times, 

al-Falaq, an-Naas and Yasin. Supplicate 

to Allah Almighty for him *£, his parents, 
his offspring, relatives of the prophet, his 
companions, his wives and all the people of 
al baqi’— the heavenly cemetery adjacent to 
the Mosque of the Prophet #8. 
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Greeting Sayiduna Abu Bakr al 
Siddiq tët. 


Move an arms length to the right and you 
will be facing Sayiduna Abu Bakr al Siddiq's MSA 
head. 


His head is parallel to the Messenger of 
Allah’s #8 shoulders. Then say: 

“Peace be upon you my master Abu Bakr al 
Siddiq.” 

“Peace be upon you O you who 
accompanied Allah's Messenger in the cave k 
“How blessed are you that AllahThe 
Almighty bestowed so much upon you. 

You spent three days in the cave with the 
Messenger of Allah 35.” 

“Peace be upon you, as you carried the 
Messenger of Allah on the day of his 
migration (Hijrah).” 

“Peace be upon you, my master Abu Bakr al 
Siddiq, the one who blocked the opening of 
the cave with your foot until the snake 

bit you.” 
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Peace be upon you, my master Abu Bakr 

al Siddig, O you who said to the Messenger 
of Allah “I left for them, Allah and His 
Messenger.” 

“Peace be upon you, my master Abu Bark al 
Siddiq, O you whose heart adored whatever 
Allah’s Messenger $ë loved (by something 
revered in his heart).” 

“Peace be upon you, my master Abu Bakr 
al Siddiq, O you who freed slaves, so as to 
delight the Prophet 25.” 

Then address him and say, “may Allah The 
Almighty reward you with the best reward, 
for all you did for the sake of the Ummah. 
Allah is my witness, that I love you. O you 
who my Lord said about you: “as one of two 
when they were in the cave, and he said to 
his companion, do not be sorrowful, indeed 


Allah is with us” fal Tawbah 40]. 
Thereafter, make dua for him 28. Recite the 


following Surahs; al-Fatiha, Yasin, al-Ikhlas 11 
times and ayat al-Kursi, al-Naas and al-Falaq. 
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Greeting Sayiduna Umar ibn al 
Khattab të 


Move another arm’s length to the right to 
face Sayiduna Umar ibn al Khattab Pe. 
At this point, mention to him all the 
characteristics and the deeds that he 
performed and carried out with the 


Prophet $ë. 


Describe him as being just, being a noble 
fighter, as being the martyr of the sanctuary 
and speaker of the truth. 


Then say, “peace be upon you, my master 
Umar, O you who Allah made Islam 
respected through you.” 

“May Allah reward you the best of reward 
on our behalf, and on Allah and His 
Messenger’s behalf.” 

“Allah is my witness, I love you.” Then make 
du'a for him and read surat al Fatiha and 
any other Surahs you would like to and send 
the reward to his soul. 


Visiting al Bagi' 
(Heavenly Cemetery of Madinah) 


When visiting al Baqi’ first visit the graves 
of Ahl al-Bayt (the Messenger’s $ë family). 
Sayida Fatimah al Zahra’, Sayiduna al 
Hassan, Sayiduna Ali Zain al ‘Abideen son 
of al Hussein, Sayiduna Ja'far as-Sadiq #2. 


When you visit them, greet them, and recall 
characteristics of each one of them. 

Sayida Fatimah al Zahra’, “O you who is a 
part of the beloved $ë. O you who looked 
like Allah’s Messenger $ë . O mother of her 
father (as the Messenger $ë liked to call her), 
and then mention her blessings and her 
merit in the heart of the Beloved #8 . Then 
move on to Allah’s Messenger’s % daughters 
and wives #2. 

Move towards the Messenger of Allah’s #8 
son, Ibrahim, who is buried to the side of 
Sayiduna Anas bin Malik KË, 
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Nearby are Sayiduna Uthman bin ‘Affan 
and Haleema as-Sadiyah (the Prophet’s % 
wet nurse) and Abu Saeed al-Khodri $ë. 
There are ten thousand companions tëë and 
their graves buried in the Baqi’. 

Therefore, standing there is as though you 
are standing in a garden from the gardens 
of Paradise. Ask Allah The Almighty that 
you be buried with them, and be gathered 
in their group. Then address them all, 
convey your greetings and your longing 
(yearning) and congratulate them for the favour 
Allah The Almighy bestowed upon them. 
Address them all, with a present heart, 

say, “Allah is my witness I love you all, and 
repeat it, “I love you, I love you, I love you, 
I love you all.” Ask Allah The Almighty to 
make you loved by Him. 


Also ask Allah Most High to increase 

your love for Him, and increase your love 
for them. When you say that to people of 
al-Baqi’ you will receive a Divine Assistance 
(maddad) and comfort in your heart. 
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Visiting Mount Uhud and 
Sayiduna Hamzah 82 


When visiting Sayiduna Hamzah të, 

the Master of the Martyrs, face his grave 
and greet him and pay him the respect 

he deserves. Address him, “O Lion of 
Allah and his Messenger, O Master of the 
Martyrs, O beloved of Allah’s Messenger, O 
uncle of Allah’s Messenger $ë ”. 


Then call upon Allah Almighty. It has been 
said: If any person asks for Martyrdom, 

and is honest and sincere whilst visiting the 
Master of the Martyrs, Allah The Almighty 


will grant him his request. 


Pay greetings to Sayidna Musa’ab bin 
‘Umayr, Abdullah bin Jahsh and the rest of 
the companions and martyrs of Uhud at the 
cemetery HË. 
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Then walk up to Mount Uhud, ponder 

with reverence and sense that the Prophet $ë 
looked at it on his way back from the battle 
of Tabuk. 


He $ë said, “This is Taba, and this is Uhud, a 
mountain that loves us and we love it”. 

Our teachers used to tell us to look at 

this mountain as it has looked at Allah's 
Messenger $ë , and Allahs Messenger $ë 
looked atit. 


The Rest of the Holy Places one 
Must Visit 


Do not forget to visit Masjid Qiba’, the 
Prophet # used to go there every Saturday. 
At Qiba there is the well of Eris, which 
contains the Prophet’s #8 saliva in it. Also 
in it is his $ë ring which was with Sayiduna 
Uthman tëë and it is still there until now, 
which is engraved with “Muhammad 


Messenger of Allah.” 
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Al Fath Mosque: This is located on Mount 
Sale, where the Prophet $ë took shelter, 
during the battle of al-Ahzab. There is a 
cave called The Cave of Prostration, where 
the Prophet $ë prostrated and called upon 
Allah The Almighty to bring triumph to 
him $ë and to the Muslims. 


Enjoy every second you are in Madinah, and 
do not miss out on anything, and pray that 
Allah The Almighty grants every Muslim an 
opportunity to visit it. 


When Departing Madinah 


When it is time to bid farewell, come to 

the Prophet #8 , and ask for his #8 permission 
for your departure and say, “I am not 
bidding you farewell O Messenger of Allah 
(meaning this will not be the last time for 
me to visit you).” 


When it is time to go, try to be tearful and 
heart broken. Verily this place deserves you 
to weep due to your departing it, and leaving 
the one who resides in itë. Until you are 
out of its borders, stay in a state of weeping 
and yearning, and ask Allah The Almighty 
to bring you back time after time again 

until the time of your death, and recite three 
times this verse: 


“lac ll ai Tal ale God gill Gy > 


“Indeed He who has prescribed for you the 
Quran will surely restore you to a place of 
return” [al-Qasas, Ayah 85] 


Allah Almighty will bring you back, if He 
wills. 


Note: It is a Sunnah to pay charity to the 
neighbours, the needy Muslims of the 
Masjid and within Madinah. It is 
permissible to buy presents from Madinah 
for your family, as a blessing from its food, 
dates, or water. 


May Allah’s peace and blessings be upon our 
Master Muhammad and his folks and his 


companions.
